Is 
there a slander published about somebody, we 
must have a new development every day. un 
up the victim's = life, aud put a peg of doubt 
in every availabie spot, aud hang a rag of vile 
conjecture on every doubt. It is vain for the 
poor wretch to explain. He might as well sit 
down and sing the nursery-song : 
Riddle me, riddle me, 
Riddle me through. 
But this bubble of linguistic inflation, with all 
its high coloring, swelling roundness, and sudsy 
basis, must burst. Chicagoans must moder- 
ate their speech to tbe belief of the 
American people; and even then they will out- 
brag the civilized world. This national Com- 
munism of morals also must be checked. The 
new generation, which is just beginning to take 
a silent interest in the morning-chat over the 
news of the day, should be taugnt by the utter- 
ances of its elders some of the lessous we have 
been so slow in learning.

“HONOR TO WHOM HONOR is DUE.” 
. — 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Sim: Tae Tawune of this morning contains a 
very interesting communicgtion on Dr. Priestley. 
who died not far from the sources of the Sus- 
quehanna, in 1804. The heading of that commu- 
nication credits Priestley with being both the dis- 
coverer of Oxygen and founder of modern Chem- 
istry. There will be no diesenting voice about 

the first point; but, on théother hand, your own 
article itself shows that Priestley, far from 
being the founder of it, always opposed that 
which is called modern Chemistry. 

The years which elapspd between 1770 and 
1794 were a period of remarkable activity among 
the chemists. Black, Cavendish, and Priestley, 
in England; Scheele in Sweden; aod Lavisier, 
in France, accumulated au immense amount of 
facts and observations about those mysterious 
‘bodies called the gases (geists, ghosts), and the 
phenomena of oombustion. Up to the first-giv- 
‘en date there was no satisfactory explanation of 
‘these facts; the link connecting them was un- 
known; in a word, Chemistry, as a science, did 
‘not exist yet. Truly, in the early part of the 
eighteenth century, the German chemist Stahl 
sketched the to-us-queer phlogistie theory. All 
combustible bodies contain some Phlogiston,—a 
pertain exceedingly volatile principle. When the 
fuel is burning, it loses its Phiogiston; and 
the residuum, the ashes, are the 
jephlogisticated body, which, of course, 
unable to burn any more. Such is, in brief,

The chemists, his contemporaries, satisfied 
themselves by looking at the qualitative changes 
hich occur when two substances act upon each 

other. Armed with the balance, Lavoisier fol- 
jowed closely the changes in weight occurring at 
the same time. After an immense amount of 
Aabor, he came boldly to the front, stating 
that— 

First—There are certain substances made of 
nly one kind of matter. We call them elements. 


xygen is one of them. 
Wond- Two or more elements may unite 


together and form a new substance, the weight 
of which equals the sum of the component. 

Third — Combustion ids such an union, 
attended with a production of heat and light;

The struggle was a protracted one. I don't

DR A TO A 
AN OLD-TIME DUEL. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune : 

Sin: The article which appeared in your issue 
of Sunday last, on The Field of Honor,” recalls 
to my mind a meeting in that line which took 
place in the chivalric city of New Orleans, about 
half a century ago, a brief account of which—as 
I presume very few of your readers have ever 
heard of the affair—may not be uninteresting to 
them. There resided at that time in the Crescent 
City a Scotch gentleman by the name of John 
Macmillaa, quite a young man, and not long out, 
I believe, fram the Land o Cakes.” Dueling, 
as is well known, was then in its zenith in the 
Sunny South,“ and any gentleman who hap- 
pened to be called out had to toe the mark, oth- 
ei wise he would lose caste in society. There 
had for some time existed in the city an associa- 
tion of “gentlemen duelists, bearing the 
rather unattractive, but not inappropriate, name 
of the Hell- Fire Club.” If my memory serves 
me right, one of the rules of this Club was, that 
no gentleman could become a member unless he 
had killed his man; the qualification for Presi- 
dent being not less than two men, and the mem- 
ber who bad laid out” the greatest number 
always occupied that exalted position, and, in 
the case of a tie of two or more, the election was 
decided ballot, The incumbent, at the time 
of which I am writing, had ** dienosed”’ of three. 

At a dinner at one of the ‘tela, Macmillan 
avd the Hell-Fire President chanced to occupy 
seats opposite each other. For some cause or 
other,—or perhaps no cause at all, but prompted 
probably by the desire of Hell-Fire to give the 
world some new proof of his valor, fearing that 
his fame might be on the wane,—he had not 
killed a man for several months,—and thiaking 
no doubt there was a prospect of working up a 
case with the Scotchman,—he unceremoniously 
threw the contents of his wine-glass across the 
table into that gentleman's face. Macmillan im- 
mediately returned the comp!iment by baptiziug 
Hell-Fire with a tumbler of water. The latter 
cbereupon left the table, elated undoubtedly at 
the success of his pian in securinga victim. In 
a very short time Macmillan was honored with a 
challenge, which he at once accepted. Having 
had no experience with the pistol, the weapon 
chosen for the combat, Macmillan’s friends were 
2 alarmed for his safety, knowing that 

ell-Fire was a dead shot. The remainder of 
the dav was occupied by Macmillan in practice- 
firimg under instructions, and by night the hopes 
of his friends had greatly revived, as their pupil, 
in that brief epace of time, had arrived at great 
proficiency, and it was declared that he could 
‘shoot straight.” The meeting took place early 
the following morning. Result: The Club was 
minus its President on the first round. His ad- 
versary's ball had passed through his heart. The 
top of Macmillan’s cap was perforated, and he 
no @oubt saved his own bacon by being too quick 
for Hell-Fire. I think the Club was broken fp 
immediately after.

Wotacn’s Sufirage in England. 

At the recent aunual general meeting of the 
Pritish National Society for Women's Suffrage, 
which was held at the Westminster Palace Hotel, 
London, Mr. Forsyth, M. P., presided. About 
400 persons were present, the greater num- 
ber of whom were ladies, Miss Blackburn. 
the Secretary, read the report of the Cen- 
tral Committee. It appears that 161 members 
of Parliament who have previously voted for 
a bill to remove the electoral disabilities 
of women have been returned, as well as 
seventy-two members who have newly de- 
clared in its favor. Among those who have 
supported such a measure are fifteen members of 
the present Government, Former opponents of 
Mr. Jacob Dricht's bill to the number of 117 have 
lost their seats. On the other hand, seventy- 
seven supporters are vo longer in Parlia- 
ment, The expenditure of the Central Commit- 
tee during the year Was 41, 789 7s. 5d., of which 
the greater portion was consumed ip elec- 
tion expenses aud meetings in the provinces. 
Mr. Fotvycth said his bili originally provided that 
„no married woman shail be entitled to vote.” 
Afterward, as they all knew, it was altered by 
the desire of their committee into Nothing 
contained in this act shall entitle any woman 
under coverture to be registered ta vote.” 
They all knew that proviso has caused some 
dissatisfaction ; but in considering this question 
he had found that three-fourths of the argu- 
ments brought forward in the House of Com- 
mons were based on a vague and indefinite idea 
thet, if the bill married womeu would be 
able to vote.

8 
tion of the facts having come out, we E. 
liberty to state the remainder, as they W 
narrated to us by a gentleman of high repute, 
who obtained the particulars at first hands. 

The story runs that Mr. Moulton asked Mr. 
Beecher to walk home with him one Friday eyen- 
ing after the usual prayer-meeting. When they 
anived at Moulion’s house they found Tilton al- 
ready there. Mr. Tilton said that he desired to 
have some private conversation with Mr. Be¢eh- 
er, whereupon Mr. Moulton went out of the 
room. Mr. Tilton locked the door, put the key 
in his pocket, and then communicated to Mr. 
Beecher Mrs. Tilton’s confession. Mr. bh 
er remained silent a few moments, and n 
declared that he did not believe Mrs. Tiljon 
had made any such statement. Mr. Mouljon 
then returned into the room, and, having leakn- 
ed Mr. Beecher's answer, suggested that the 
(Beecher) should go around the corner to @r. 
Titon’s house and ask Mrs. Tilton whether 
had made such a statement, and that they tw9 
namely, Moulton and Tilton—would wait ne 
returned. Mr. Beecher assented to this arrang 
ment, and went out. He remained absent negyly 
an hour—long enough to have accomplished bis 
errand three or four times; but, when he ret ’ 
remarked that it was so late that he had - 
cluded not to come in again, but would see them 
both in the morning. They thereupon sepa- 
rated. 

Mr. Tilton went to his house, and Mrs. Tilton 
informed him that Mr. Beecher had come to ber 
in great distress and agony of mind, and told her 
that he was a ruined man, and “took on” 50 
dreadfully that her sympathies were excited uj a 
high degree; and that while she was iu this 
state Mr. Beecher implored her to give bim a 
paper to protect himself against a council of- 
ministers.

Beecher's part she consented to write such a pa- 
per at his dictation, but stipulated that it should 
not be used against her husband—it might 
be used against all the world except him. 
Mr. Tilton communicated these facts to Mr. 
Moulton the next day. Mr. Moulton’s ind&na- 
tion at such an act of perfidy was expressed in 
very strong terms, and he ended by assuring 
Mr. Tilton that he would compel Mr. Beecher to 
give that paper back. He said that since it was 
his suggestion - that Mr. Beecher. should 
go unaccompanied by either of them to 
have an interview with Mrs. Tilton, and 
since their confidence had been thus grossly 
betrayed, he deemed himself morally bound to 
remove the paper” from Mr. Beecher’s hands. 
Accordingly, he went directly to Mr. Beecher’ 
house, charged him with his deception, and end- 
ed by demanding that the paper should be re- 
turned to him. Mr. Beecher refused to give it 
up. Mr. Moulton then repeated the demand in 
more decisive language, and said that he had 
promised Mr. Tilton that he would recover 
the paper, and that he was determined 0 
do it. Mr. Beecher then said that 
if he, gave the paper back he would have rip 
means of protecting himself against an Ecclesi- 
astical Council.

: - SUNDAY IN ENGLAND, : 
There was an interesting debate in the Pnglish 
Parliament, a few days ago, on the Sunday-ques- 
tion. Mr. Peter Taylor moved that dt is de- 
sirable to give greater facilities for recreation of 
a moral and intellectual character, by permitting 
the opening of museums, libraries, and similar 
institutions, on Sunday.” The motion was 
probably an indirect result of the popular 
feeling im regard to the Bethnal Green 
Museum. Bethnal Green is the Five Points 
of London. ‘The liberality of Sir Richard Wal? 
lace put a magnificent museum there. The in- 
habitants were agog with delight. When Sun- 
day came and gave them an opportunity to use 
water and clean linen, they trooped in thousands 
to the museum, and found it shut. Their dis- 
appointment was aggravated, later in the days 
by the appearance of scores of carriages carry- 
ing privileged people to the museum: 
So those who could go sight-seeing every, 
day were admitted on Sunday, and thosa: 
who had that day alone : 
the doors shut in their faces. The belief in’ 
the advisability of modifying the arbitrary Sun- 
day laws has since been gaining ground. Mr. 
Taylor's motion was a ‘“feeler.” He made a 
clever speech in support of it. He showed Par- 
liament that the great reformers, Luther aud 
Calvin, were earnestly opposed to Sabbatarian-.

The Herald was 
displeased, and advised its discoverer to ‘‘ forego 
his manusori pt, sing-song, and monotone, and 
simply talk to his suditors of what he saw and 
suffered while doing his duty so nobly to the 
Herald and humanity.” But it was no go—at 
least, it was oaly one go over the lecture- 
course, which, however, is 80 arranged that an 
African or any other reputation may pocket $200 
a night, for a hundred nighag, from the Ameri- 
can Lyceums. Lecture Committees aod their 
money are soon parted, when a reputation for 
good traveling or bad spelling dawns upon them.

Let him see how long he could keep his bead on

Mr. Stanley will appear among the Africanus 
pre-eminently asa journalist, and he will have 
the honor of being the only journalist the Congos 
and Dahomans ever saw. His own profession 
will naturally make the subject of his public 
seances and private chats. He will, of course, 
begin with Chicago. He will tell them of an 
editor who has sought out many inventions for 
destroying happy homes, and who, when they 
return to plague the inventor, cries for mercy 
to “me and mine,” and calls in vain 
for a drop of water to cool his parched tongue. 
Mr, Stanley will point with pride to the fact that 
the journalism of this country is also adorned with 
the Woodhull; that George Fraricis Train has 
been an editor; that Tilton was one until re- 
cently ; that Beecher is still one, and so is Oliver 
Johnson, and so is Sam Wilkeson, who is incon- 
solable over the Brooklyn eruption, because it 
knocks the Life of Christ higher than a kite!” 

In a word, weare justified, from what the Daily 
Telegraph says of this joint-stock enterprise for 
the “regeneration of Africa,” in indulging the 
most sanguiné” anticipations, We can imagine 
the two nations which Mr. Stanley represents 
being obliged to carry a war into Africa to re- 
venge the kidnapping of the explorer by the 
very miscreants whom he was sent to “ investi- 
gate,” or to demand his ransom at the hends of 
some royal savage whose tail-feathers the ex- 
plorer tried to extract for his own ornamentation. 
Who knows but that this expedition may re- 
sult, not only in the regeneration of Africa, but 
in the territorial aggrandizement of the United 
States and the United Kingdom? In such an 
event the two nations would undoubtedly join

THE VIENNA SANITARY COMMISSION. 
| Waile the International Congress at Brussels 
is discussing the laws of war, there is another 
Congress sitting at Vienna engaged on the in- 
ternational laws of health. It is presided over 
by Count Adrassy. The first Sanitary Cougress 
was held at Constantinople in 1866. No prac- 
tical steps, however, were taken by that Con- 
gress, and the experience of the last eight years 
has demonstrated that, if the second would be 
more successful than the first, its members must 
not confine themselves to the elaboration of fin- 
ished scientific essays. One of the subjects un- 
der discussion at the last Congress was the 
quarantine regulations in cases of chol- 
era, It was then hoped that the sey- 
eral Governments would adopt some com- 
mon measures of quarantine, Unforta- 
nately, their representatives at Constanti- 
nople could not agree on a matter of such im- 
portance. The consequence was, each Govern- 
ment adopted its own quarantine measures, 
much to the annoyance of other Governments and 
of travelers. A rumor that the cholera pre- 
vailed in certain quarters has often been suffl- 
cient to stop traffic along lines of roads between 
two countries. Numberless instances of the in- 
convenience to which travelers have been sub- 
jected on account of the want of a system of 
quarantine between contiguous States migbt be 
adduced. The evil at last grew to such dimen- 
sions that another Sanitary Conference became a 
necessity. Invitations were, therefore, sent by 
the Austrian and Russian Governments to ail 
the States of Europe, and to Persia and Egypt, 
to participate in a new Congress. In no case 
was the invitation declined. The object 
of the present Congress is to draw up 
general quarantine regulations, but mainly to 
establish an organization to discover the nature 
of cholera, trace it to ita sources and through 
all its various phases. Count Andrassy is san- 
guine tlat organized effort is equal to accom- 
plishing this. This body, it is proposed, shall 
be known as the International Epidemic Com- 
mission. Stations are to be established for the 
study of the disease, and for means to ward it 
off. The Constantinople Sanitary Congress 
were divided on the question whether cholera 
was contagious or not. The present Congress 
will probably leave that matter undecided, al- 
though it assumes in practice that it is. 

Great good cannot fail to come from a study 
of cholera in the manner proposed. It may be 
that no infallible remedy will be found against 
it. It will, however, be a matter of rejoicing to 
know that the subject has been thoroughly in- 
vestigated, and that what can be done has been 
done to enlighten us on its real nature. 


| SHAKSPEARE IN GERMANY. 

Not long since, Julius Roderich Benedix died 
in Germany, leaving a work which was published 
after his death, and entitled Shakspearomanie. 
Benedix had been connected with the theatrical 
art and the drama for more than thirty years. 
He was a writer of dramas himself; and there 
is scarcely a theatre in Germany, large or small, 
of great pretensions or of the most humble, 
in which his plays have not been performed. 
He was not 2 first-class dramatist. Among 
the dramatic writers of this generation, 
however, whether in Germany or Englaad, 
he is entitled to «a very respectable 
position. He was not only a writer, he was 
himself an actor; and in his youth won laurels 
in many parts of Germany in that capacity. It 
thus happens that he has been, and is consid- 
ered, in Germany something of an suthority on 
the drama. This will account for the import- 
ance attached to his Shakspearomanie by Ger- 
man reviewers. It is not so much the strength 
of his arguments as that Benedix wrote the 
book which has given it its importance. The 
title of Benedix’s book is sufficient evidence of 
the spiritin which he approaches his subject. 
Shakspeare’s merits he discusses, or rather he 
manages to have them discussed, by three inter- 
locutors, Oswald, Hellmuth, and Reinhold: 
Oswald is an enthusiastic admirer of Shak- 
speare, Hellmuth an enthusiastic opponent, 
Reinhold a mediator between the two. 


In the course of the dialogue, how- 
éver, Reinhold forgets his character, al- 
lies himself with Hellmuth against Os- 


wald, and joins in the attack on Shakspeare. 
From the title, Shakspearomanie, one would 
think that Benedix censured only the extrava- 
gant exaltation of Shakspeare. The reader, 
however, cannot fail to observe that the great 
poet comes in personally for his share of abuse. 
Oswald, Shakepeare’s admirer and defender, has 
comparatively little to day. If Benedix knew 
po more in favor of Avon's bard than he puts 
into the mouth of the bard's enthusiastic ad- 
mirer, we need not be surprised at the conclu- 
sion he reaches, viz.: that the present estima- 
tion in which Shakspeare stands in the eyas of 
the world is due to a universal illusion, or mania. 
It is to the credit of German critics that they 
have pointed out that the mania, or illusion, is 
altogether on the other side, and that Benedix, by 
bis very career, was incapacitated to pronounce 
a correct judgment on Shakspeare or his genius. 
Our author has looked at Shakspeare through 
the medium of his own limited experience as an 
actor and writer of plays. Taking his own style 
and his own principles as a criterion, it was im 
possible he should reach any other result. 

Is it not a little remarkable that, simultane- 
ously with Benedix’s book against Shakspeace, 
appeared the second edition of another work, 
with precisely the same drift, by the celebrated 
theoretician Rumelin. Germany rebels every 
little while against the dramatic supremacy of 
Shakspeare. She would like to make her own 
Goethe or Schiller, or both, the facile princeps 
of dramatists. Indeed, Benedix’s Shakspearo- 
manie was dictated in great measure by a 
desire to vindicate for his favorite BSchil- 
ler a place which does not belong to him.“ 
Such works as Rumelin’s aud Benedix's are an 
exception in German Shakspearean literature. 
Our great poet is as much admired and appre- | 
ciated there as in England or America. Ger- 
many has a Shakspeare Society, and publishes a 
Shakspeare Annual. Herder remarked once 
that to Shakespeare there was no end, and 60. 
indeed, it would seem to be. There is no end 
to him even in Germany. New and improved 
editions of old works on his genius are contin- 
ually appearing. The second edition of Kreys- 
sig’s L«eerres and Bodenstedt's translation of 
thé Sonnets bave recently been published. The 
Sonnets have, of late years, become exceedingly 
popular in Germany. In England, at the begin- 
ning of this century, it was said that not eves

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


British Columbia joined her fortunes to the 
Dominion of Canada three years ago. One of 
the conditions of the union wag that the Do- 
minion should commence a grand continental 
railway to the Pacific coast wituin two years, and 
that it should be completed in ten. Then came 
the Canadian Credit-Mobilier scandal; a change 
in the Ministry followed; and it looks now as if 
the consummation of the contract on the part of 
the Dominion was postponed, and wisely so, to 
the indefinite future. Meatitime Columbia is 3 
part of the Dominion; she bas her representa- 
tives in Parliament ; and the question is, What is 
she going to do about the failure of the present 
Government to carry out the promises of the 
preceding Ministry? As yet, no definite action 
has been taken on either side. Mr. Mackenzie, 
the present Premier, pleads the physical impos- 
sibility of building the road within the 
time specified, and hence the Domiuion must 
perforce be released from that part of the obli- 
gation; but he and bis associates seem to be 
making no arrangements to even commence the 
work at any definite time in the future. 

Our advices from the Pacific Coast intimate 
that some of the Columbians are becoming rest- 
ive under this state of things. Previous to the 
union, a very considerable party were urging the 
annexation of their territory to the United 
States. The Rocky Mountains and vast 
stretches of country, much of it utterly wortb- 
lets and desolate, isolated them perfectly from 
all other English subjects in North America. 
Their trade and associations, except by 3 sea 
voyage around half the world, were with our Pa- 
cific States and Territories, and, speaking the 
same language and being under virtually the 
same laws, they could see a hundred reasons for 
asking for admission into the American Union to 
one for remaining under the British flag. Pride 
of loyalty probably kept them from mak- 
ing any open movement; but that it 
was likely soon to make itself felt there can be 
no doubt, It was a knowledge of that fact that 
probably induced Canadian statesmen promptly 
to grant all that the Columbians asked. With the 
union all disaffection ceased, for they were great- 
ly flattered with the hope of having a contiuental 
railway for their own gewgaw. To be the Pacific 
Coast member of a great and powerful confed- 
eracy controlling the trade of Asia with Europe, 
was a vision that appealed strongly to the pride 
of the 10,000 inhabitants of that isolated 
province. That pleasing dream has vanished, 
and now the mutterings of discontent again be- 
gin to make themselves heard. 

The adoption of a reciprocity treaty with the 
United States will be tikely to make the Colum- 
bians content with their lot for the time being. 
Their- journals have expressed themselves 
strongly in favor of the treaty. The Victoria 
Standard, in a recent issue, said: 

No part of the Dominion has a larger interest, or 
will profit more largely, relatively, should reciprocity 
be renewed, than British Columbia. The advantages 
we should reap from reciprocal trade with the United 
States are really beyond calculation. Not only would 
it vastly increase our trade in lumber, coai, fish, and 
other native products, but it would also in a short time 
double and even treble our population, and thus in a 
corresponding ratio increase the demand for agricul 


tural products, to the manifest advantage of those en- 
The great 


availa TEAl ee ee ee 
market for our native products, and the only hope we 
have of relief for many years to come is in the adop- 
tion of a reciprocity treaty. 

It may be, however, that the treaty will have 
precisely the opposite effect from the one above 
suggested. The Columbians may come to the 
conclusion that, as their entire trade and social 
relations are with the people of the United 
States, they may as well cast in their lot with 
them. It is stated they have already sent a 
messenger to England to represent their grievan- 
ces in the failure of the Dominion to fulfill its 
contract to the Imperial Government. No re- 
sults have yet transpired.

There are two of the same family cetebrated 
in public and song,—‘‘The Goose that laid the 
Golden Egg,” and Mother Goose. The fable of 
the bird teaches us @ practical leesongbut we 
claim that The Melodies of Mother Goose” 
have hada wider influence upon the Jiterary 
world than any other work since the time of 


Sbakspeare. 

It is, for the most part, an unacknow/legved in- 
fluence. As we grow old and diguified, Ye have 
a wonderful way of forgetting our chiRihood’s 
ditties. But, if. we will follow our love gor poo- 
try and song back to the apemprey 4 e will 
find that it generally springs from the Ginning, 
rippling rhymes crooned and caroled again and 
again by loving mothers and aunties, as they 
hushed us, and trotted us, and sang us, o sleep. 

The poet or man of letters rarely Gares to 
trace his inspiration back to such a jingle as— 

Dickory, dickory, dock, i 

The mouse ran up the clock, &c., : 
though Pope does say that He lisped num- 
bers, and the numbers came.” 

But, igvore it as he may, the finest _ produc- 
tions of our modern poet are full of the echoes 
of nursery-songs. In many cases he has done 
but little more than to continue the lines that 
fell upon his ears in the days of helpless jnfancy. 

Somebody, somewhere, a century ago, ore or 
less, arranged this Old Nurse-Book of mes, 
Jingles, and Ditties,” and gave it to thie world 
as Mother Goose’s Melodies. — 

Whether the writer chose this nom-de-plume 
as a tribute of respect to the bird frag whose 
plumage she plucked the quill with Which to 
write the book, we cannot say. Who, when, or 
where makes hitle difference.

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LONDON BANK DiVIDENDS. l 
A correspondent of the New York Daily Bulle- 
tin has this to sav coocerning the semi-avpual 
dividends of the joint-stock banks in Londou : 


It is noticed that the profits have been increased 
during the last half year, when the rate of discount 
was the lowest, being ouly 3%, againet 4% in the half 
ending wilh 1873, ‘ue London & Westminster pays 
the same as before, and the Union the same on an in- 
crease of the capital, while the National Discount Com- 
puny pays 2 per cent more, and several other institu- 
tions 1 per cent per annum more than formerly, From 
this exhibit it is not only argued that capital is best 
employed when the rates of interest are low, for the 
general prosperity, but also for the capital- 
ist, who, after all, makes the most when his 
money is the oftenest reused by frequency of 
transactions. It is also assumed to bea strong indica- 
tion of a present healthy condition, and a sure presage 
of an improving future, when the pumber of business 
operations will be increased on the basis of a lower 
level of prices, by which the of all concerned 
will be augmented, Reverting to this period last year, 
it is to be remembered that inactivity commenced after 
a stringency in the money market was threatened, and 
the harvest prospects were gloomy. Now it seems that 
the worst of the depression is rapidly disappearing, 
when great case is apparent in the future of the money 
market, while the harvest is unusually promising here 
at home, but also elsewhere throughout‘the world from 
whence Eugiand draws ber supplies.

boats. Total, 8,292,258 bu, against 8,194,524 
bu inspected out. 

The stock of flour iv this city is reported at 
25,150 bris. This does not include stocks in the 
hands of dealers; but is understood to includg 


deficiencies in the canvas. 

Ihe corners in cora and oats were rather 
freely commented upon on ‘Change to-day, 
but chiefly by those who did not succeed in 
squaring up their liabilities on Friday. The 
rest were too busy im thinking about the future 
to spare many moments of thought for past 
deals. The chief point raised, and, indeed, the only 
ove of importance to the commercial commnu- 
ity, was whether or not those parties are liabie, 
either in law or equity, who had bought corn irom 
brokers for the ring, and could sot deliver 
to the ring, simply because the said brokers did 
vot deliver till the stroke of 3 o'clock. There is 
no doubt that under the ruies of the Board they 
are liabie; but there is equally no doubt chat, if 
they can proye the existence of a conspiracy to 
prevent them from doing what they h agreed 
to do, they wiil have the whip-end of the argu- 
ment. 

The general opinion is that few persons on the 
Boaid Lave been seriously burt by the corn cor- 
ner, and pone have been proclaimed as lame 
ducks” thus far. The deal was chiefly a trade 
between city aud country, in which the count 
holders had the best of it, being able to sell an 
deliver large quantities of corn at good prices. 
Very few of our local dealers were short on the 
last upward turn, having covered Le- 
forepand, and some of them at a 
good profit, while the countrymen simply 
sold their corn to arrive, and delivered 
most of iton time. There is no doubt that the 
combination got hold of a great deal more corn 
than they calulated on receiving, and would 
probably have been swamped, but that the con- 
tinued hot aod dry weather was in their favor. 
calling outa firm tone East, ia anticipation of 
another shortage in the crop. As it is, they may 
make a fair profit; but even that is not yet as- 
sured. 

The leading produce markets were very quiet 
to-day. The excitement of settling up the July 
deals in corn, oats, wheat, pork, and lard was 
over, and left a good many operators “too 
tired ” to care about trading to-day. There were 
scarcely any deliveries on August options in 
grain, and not many in provisions. Hence 
there was little to offer for sale except current 
receipts, and they were light, as compared with 
Friday. The September option is at a discount 
in -everal of the graiu markets, because sae" 
tors anticipate lower prices on more li 
receipts from the new crop; and for that and 
other reasons cash grain commands an addicional 
premium, Hence not many people cared to buy 
cash property to fill with, and the shipping de- 
— was small. 

Only fair activity was apparent in the dry- 
goods market, country jobbers still showing an 
indisposition to anticipate future wants to anv 
material extent. Prices remain very firm. Gro- 
ceries were quiet, oniy two or three articles in 
the list displaying any activity, but there were 
no signs of weakness. Sugars are strong, and 
coffees, sirups, aud teas are also held with confi- 
dence. There was a good demand for butter and 
the moderate offerings were readily disposed of 
at fully late prices. Choice table bucter contin- 
ues scarce, and is quick sale at 26@28c, while 
selections of an exceptionally fine grade were 
sold as high as 80% 31e. The cheese market was 
reported quiet and steady. Continued quiet is 
noticeable in the dried fruit trade, and most va- 
rieties of domesti-s show a declining tendency. 
New blackberries are coming forward freely, and 
a further decline is noted. Jobbers of fish re- 
port a quiet market, but the small stock in store 
and the higher prices prevailing at oth- 
er points, impart a firm feeling. ‘here is no 
falling off in the demand for grain bags, and the 
market retains ite buoyavt tone. n some 
uarters Starks are now held at 344¢c and 
mericans at 304¢c. Leather, pig-iron, wood, and 
paints were quiet and unchanged. Oils met 
with a fair inquiry at yesterday's quotations, 

Tobacco continues active and firm. 
Lumber remains quiet, and no change worthy 
of note has been revorted. ‘Trade is expected to 
improve soon ; in fact, there are already indica- 
tions of such an eveut in the way of more in- 
quiries and orders at the yards.
